Chis is the sixth and concluding volume 
of Father Grisar’s “ Luther.” “Like its 
live predecessors, it, deals entirely with the 
thought of the reformer ; indeed, the chief 
weakness of the book is that there is no 
historical background. The author as 
sumes that his readers possess a working 
knowledge of events down to 1546. In 
some respects he is entitled to assume 
such knowledge, for it is unlikely that any 
save experté—and controversialists in 
search of material—will read these six 
volumes. At the same time we wish that 
the Diets had been dealt with at some 
length. It is all very well to treat Luther 
as a man of thought: it was right to do 
so, for very few books, except.

The scope of the thesis expands in the new 
book. Formerly our attention was con- 
fined to Europe, whereas now we are in- 
vited to survey law and liberty through- 
out the wool Id. In one sense this is an old 
question, for all struggles for power in 
Europe sooner or later have assumed a 
world form. It was so with Philip of 
Spain, it was with Louis XIV. of 
France, it was so with Napoleon, and it is 
so with Wiliam II. In another and 
deeper. sense this contest 1s unique. On 
the other three occasions the contest was 
world-wide, but the rest of mankind: was 
not influenced, as it 1s now, by Kuropean 
conceptions Of government. What makes 
this book of such value is its prophetic 
nature. We all want to raise the veil of 
the futur# and to see what it holds in store 
for us. Professor Muir has achieved an 
undoubted success in his able attempt to 
pierce the veil. 

No one can rise from a perusal of the 
fine chapter on Europe and the non- 
European world without _ finding 
his s ee clarified. We do not believe that 
here Professor Muir adds anything to our 
knowledge, but it is of the last importance 
to have our mind tidy, and he certainly 
tidies it for us. He is also successful in 
showing how our Empire was transformed 
between 1815 and 1878. Then comes one of 
the most penetrating chapters in. the book, 
dealing with the era of World States. In 
the past power has run along the banks of 
the Manzanares,the Seine,and the Spree. Is 
the new river to be the St. Lawrence or 
the Murray? Will the primacy remain 
in Europe, or will the course of power con- 
tinue to flow westwards?

He understands 
that the .Manchester Corporation have offered 
a settlement on the following lines :>—That, pro- 
viding the employés immediately resume the 
working conditions existing prior to the last 
arbitration, the Tramways Committee will be 
prepared to consider the question of re-opening 
the award, having regard to any special condi- 
tions that may operate in Manchester. The 
Minister is prepared, providing the conditions 
of this offer in.regard to resuming ordinary 
working conditions are complied ,with, and no 
strike takes place, at once to arrange for the 
dificulties that have arisen since the last award 
was made to be submitted to arbitration within 
seven days, and the decision announced within 
fourteen days.”’

Repertory Theatre ceased, to be, and Henry 
James, good practical man that he was, trans- 
formed the play into a book, and in that form 
he gave it to the public.

One gathers that there are fine touches in it, 
but that it imposes too severe a test on some 
of the chief characters. The other circum- 
stance of note is the return of Miss Violet 
Vanbrugh to the London stage in “ Mrs. 
Pomeroy’s Reputation,” a play by Horace 
Annesley Vachell and Thomas Cobb. She 
seems to have been welcomed as befits a finished 
artist. The play, however, is not epoch- 
making, and Miss Vanbrugh’s part in it is 
summed up as a variant of a Merry Widow 
part. If the theatre, apart from opera, is dull, 
however, there are signs of quickened interest 
in the great, abiding things of poetry and 
drama. And of this quickened interest Shake- 
speare is the centre. In this column last week 
we expressed the view that if Shakespeare 
were enthroned in British theatres there would 
be little work for the recruiting sergeant. A 
still better thought has struck the Shakespeare 
Association. It is trying to enthrone him in 
the schools-of England and in those of the 
United States. The movement, if successfal, 
will have consequences almost beyond measure. 
A healthy interest in Shakespeare is an educa- 
tion in itself. A knowledge of him in his 
myriad aspects is a liberal education. An 
understanding of his patriotic teaching is an 
inspiration. A meeting of the ‘Shakespeare 
Agsociation at King’s College, London, early 
in the week elected Mr. Page, American Am- 
bassador, as President, thus emphasising the 
affinity of race and tongue and ideal which 
binds both peoples. The important part of the 
proceedings was the reading of a message in 
which Mr. Page announced that the United 
States Commissioner of Education has made 
“a memorandum that Shakespeare Day shall 
be generally observed hereafter in the schools 
of the United States.” The same rule will ap- 
ply in schools throughout Great Britain. Are 
the children in our Irish schools to miss this 
opportunity of knowing Shakespeare? The 
question may have no immediate bearing. on 
the theatre. Indirectly, however, it does touch 
the theatre, and may in the near future touch 
it vitally. For it is certain that the children 
who approach the theatre by the broad, sunny 
highway of the Shakespeare play will bring 
With them a clearer vision, a profounder sym- 
pathy, a juster taste than those who come by 
other ways.

In addition, six machine guns, four 
mountain guns, and a number of camels and 


mules were captured. Our casualties were com- , 
paratively light, amounting to 487 in all, of ' 
which 71 were killed, 415 wounded, and one was | 


missing. : 

The result of these successful operations : was 
that the province of Sinai, which for two 
years had been partially occupied by the Turks, 
was freed of all formed podies of Turkish 
troops. 

In 
the 


general, the period following 
action at Magruntein was, on my 
eastern front, devoted to preparations for a 
further advance, Invaluable work was 
done during this period by the Royal Navy 
in transporting and landing supplies from 
the sea at El Arish. The coast is excep- 
tionally unfavourable for operations of this 
kind, owing to strong currents, a shelving 
and shifting beach and heavy surf. Never- 
theless, owing to the whole-hearted co- 
operation of Vice-Admiral Sir E. 
Wemyss, K.C.B, C.M.G., M.V.O., and 
those under him, a large amount of stores 
and supplies was landed. Before the end 
of the month the railway station at El 
Arish was completed. During the month 
of February, on the eastern front, the rail- 
way, in spite of many difficulties owing to 
the heavy sand, was gradually pushed out 
along the coast. The period generally was de- 
voted to the perfection of the El Arish posi- 
tion, and to the energetic training of the 
troops. 

. THE WESTERN FRONT. 

During most of the period under review 
the Western Front has been quiet. 
The work done by the light and ‘armoured 
cars, owing to the dash and enterprise of their 
officers, has been uniformly excellent. They 
are the terror of all the ill-disposed in the 
Western Desert, and to them, as much as to 
any, is due the satisfactory state of things 
which exist throughout from the coast down to 
the Fayum. During the month of January I 
received intelligence that Sayed Ahmed, the 
Grand Senussi, with his Commander-in-Chief, 
Mohammed Saleh, whose force amounted ‘to 
some 1,200 men, were making preparations to 
depart from the Siwa Oasis and to retire to 
Jaghbub. I therefore ordered an immediate re- 
connaissance of the Siwa and Girba Oases to 
be undertaken by a column consisting entirely 
of armoured motor cars, and supplied by motor 
transport based on Mersa Matruh, with the ob- 
ject of verifying the above report, and of in- 
flicting as much loss as possible on such part of 
the enemy forces as bor be met with. Com- 
mand of this column was entrusted to Brigadier- 
General H. W. Hodgson, €.V.O. C.B., whose 
plan was to attack the enemy camp at Girba 


with his main body, and to detach two ar~ 


moured motor batteries to block the pass at 
Garet-el-Munasib—the only pass between Siwa 
and Jaghbub practicable for camels—so that 
should Sayed Ahmed, as was probable, take to 
flight, casualties might be inflicted on his re- 
treating column by the detached batteries, and 
his march be deflected into the waterless sand- 
dunes. The whole column rettirned to Matruh 
on the 8th February, having sustained no casu- 
alities to personnel beyond three officers slightly 
wounded, or to material besides the loss of one 
tender with broken springs. The enemy a losses 
were 40 killed, including two Senussi officers, 
and 200 wounded, including five Turkish 
officers; 70 rifles were brought in and 150 de- 
stroyed ; 3,000 rounds of small arms ammunition 
were brought in and 2,000 destroyed, besides 
what was burnt by- the enemy; 40 of the 
enemy's camels were killed, and a large number 
of shelters and tents were burnt. Though the 
capture of Sayed Ahmed and Mohammed Saleh 
wanting to the complete success of the 
operations, the fighting troops—supported most 
admirably by the supply column working under 
extremely arduous conditions—accomplished all 
that was possible under the circumstances, and 
great credit is due to General Hodgson and his 
staff.

CHURCH OF IRELAND.

The meeting of the General Synod of the 
Church of lreland for 1918 has been fixed by 
the Primate for ‘Presday, May 14th. , 

Lord Dunalley has been elected a member 
of the Representative Church Body im the 
room of the late Lord Clonbrock. 

The Diocese of Limerick, Ardfert, and 
Aghadoe has granted a war bonus of £7 each 
to the clergy of the Unitéd Diocese. 

The second curacy of Christ Church, Leeson 
Park, Dublin, and the curacy of Portarlington, 
are now vacant. aN 

An important step has been taken in the 
Church of England, which will, no doubt, have 
a reflex effect in the Church of Ireland. The 
Archbishops have published a joint letter, ac- 
dressed to officers, non-commussioned officers, 
and men, now serving in the Army, in reply 
to requests that continually reach them asking 
for information as to the condition under 
which, when tho war is over, men who so wish 
can undergo a period of preparation and train- 
ing, and be ordained for the ministry of the 
Chureh. The Archbishops welcome tho desire 
so widely expressed ang@ proclaim their willing- 
ness to facilitate the admission of men so ob- 
viously influenced by zeal and conviction. 

The Rev. J. W. Crozier, Imcumbent of Cel- 
bridge, has consented to act as Hon. Secretary 
for the Diocese of Glendalough, to the Dublin 
University Mission to Chota Nagpur. 

The examination for the bishop's medals for 
the Diocese of Ferns has been fixed for Wed. 
nesday, July 25th. 

The Rev. Canon Harpur has been presented 
by his late parishioners in Castlecomer with an 
address and testimonial on his leaving that 
parish. 

On Friday, 29th June, St. Peter's Day, a 
‘entenary Service was held in St. Nicholas'a 
Church, Dunlavin Parish, when a new’ and 
richly carved oak pulpit, erected to the glory 

and in memory of Miss Lucy Malone, 
was used for the first time. The Archbishop 
of Dublin, who was the special preacher on the 
oceagion, took for his text the words of Haggai, 
iii, 9, and dwelt specially on the two words 
“glory” and “ peace.” In commemoration of 
the centenary year a sum of over £100 was ex- 
nended in re-decorating and beautifying both 
the exterior and interior of the church.

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Convention and Revolution. 


At last we have some news about the 
National Convention. The Prime Minister 
announced yesterday that its constitution 
is almost complete. The first méeting 
of the Convention will be held in Dublin 
on Wednesday, the 25th July ; afterwards, 
we gather, it will be free, if it chooses, to 
sit in other places. The first meetings 
will be for the settlement of preliminaries, 
which will include the important busi- 
ness of the appointment of a Chair- 
man and secretariat. . We are very glad 
that the Government has left the choice of 
a secretary, of secretaries, to the OConven- 
tion itself. There can be no quarrelling 
over this detail-—-especially if a Unionist 
and a Nationalist secretary be. appointed— 
and an Irish secretariat will be essential 
to the smooth working of the Convention 
and to the harmony of its relations, how- 
ever discreet and distant, with the Irish 
We are sorry, on the other hand, 
that the Convention will he asked to 
choose its own Chairman. This is a far 
more delicate matter, and the discussion 
of it may ruffle the tempers of the delegates 
at the very moment when the nature of the 
Convention's “atmosphere ' will be most 
precariously in the balance. The Govern- 
ment ought to have chosen a really good 
Chairman—an Irishman, if possible—thus 
presenting the Convention with a fait 
accompli. Mr. Duke will act as temporary, 
or provisional, Chairman until the Conven- 
tion has made its own choice. The Govern- 
ment will announce the place of meeting 
in a few days * it has been offered the use 
of the Royal Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons and of the Regent Hall of Trinity 
College. Of these placés the College of 
Surgeons, we are informed, would be the 
most ample and convenient, and it may 
be selected for that purely material reason.

Their attitude is 
no proof, however, that they have changed 
their political opinions. On the contrary, 
there is not the slightest use in concealing 
the fact that recent events have compelled 
all Irish Unionists to regard with increas- 
ing alarm any prospect of the loosening of 
the bonds between Great Britain and Ire- 
land. More and more they are being 
driven to the conclusion that to the Act of 
Union—properly administered—they must 
look for the only guarantee of peace, 
safety, and good government for men of 
all creeds and parties in this island. Their 
fears will be either confirmed or lessenéd 
by the conduct of Nationalist. Ireland now

The Campaign in Egypt. 


The despatch from General Sir Archibald 
Murray, of which we print a summary 
elsewhere, is a fresh assertion of the 
essentials to victory in desert campaign- 
ing. Those essentials may be summed up 
in one word—mobility. General Murray 
describes the later stages of the advance 
from the Suez Canal to the frontier, the 
clearance of the Sinai Peninsula, and the 
first step in the invasion of Palestine with 
the capture of Rafa. His account stops 
short of the operations which culminated 
in the mysterious and inconclusive battle 
of Gaza It throws new light on the 
peculiar difficulties which the campaign 
involved. Mobility requires, in the first 
place, as we discovered tardily in Meso- 
potamia, adequate mechanical transport, 
and the advance upon Palestine therefore 
meant “work, intense and unremitting.” 
The building of hundreds of miles of road 
and railway across heavy sand was only 
one feature in the colossal labour by which 
the desert was subdued. In Sinai, how- 
ever, there was present a complication of 
the problem ,of mobility which did not 
exist in Mesopotamia. There, so long as 
the advance followed the river, ter was 
always available. In Sinai the wells, widely 
separated and of small capacity, could not 
supply any large force. In these circum- 
stances hundreds of miles of piping had to 
be laid, and elaborate arrangements made 
for the congentration, forwarding, and dis- - 
tribution of water beyond the range of the. 
pipes. During the period of the operations 
covered by General Murray's despateh this

Between 1833 and 1840 he 
contributed many poems to the Dublin Une 
versity Magazine under the nom de plume of 
“ Fitsstevart, Bannside,”’ and he published his 
rousing ballad, “ Oliver's Advice,” in 1834, This 
ballad contains the oft-quoted line :-— 


“So put your trust in God, my boys, and

His ballad of “ The Battle of the Boyne” 

peared in the Dublin University 

for March, 1839. 

Celonel Blacker was High Sheriff of Armagh 
in 1811, and on January l7th, 1817, he was 
granted the freedom of the city of Dublin. 
He declined to stand for Parliamentary 
honours on several occasions, but was a pro- 
minent figure in political circles, notably as a 
champion of Orangeism, and as a consistent 
opponent of Catholic Emancipation. In 1942 he 
published a volume of verse entitled: ‘ Ard. 
magh, a Chronicle,”” and later appeared “ 4 
Tale of Woe, for Children,”  f{ollowad by 
“ Emmaus, a tale for Easter.’ At length 
after a strenuoue life of 77 years, he dial on 
November 25, 1855, leaving behind, in manu. 
script, three quarto volumes of prose and 
verse.

Front of General the Archduke Joseph.—Pre- 
parations of Rumanian infantry for an attack 
against: some heights held by us to the south 
of the Casinu valley were dispersed by our de- 
structive fire. 

Army Group of von Mackensen.—On the 
Lower Danube the enemy was more restless 
than he has been of late. 

The Berlin evening communiqué says :'— 

In the Eastern Galicia the battle developed 
afresh to-day. Massed assaults of the Russians 
between Zborow and Keniuchy and at Brzezany 
broke down with very heavy losses on the part 
of the enemy. 

Yesterdays Vienna communiqué :— 

‘To the south of the valley o: Casinu, Ruma- 
nian troops which had been prepared for an 
attack were dispersed by our artillery fire. In 
the Galician battle sector the enemy artillery 
fire yesterday afternoon and early this morning 
increased again. To the west of Zborow an 
attack was repuised to-lay. 


HOW THE RUSSIANS 
RESUMED THE FIGHT. 
The Times Petrograd correspondent writes 

from Headquarters, dated June 30th :— 

From an observation post of a corps com- 
mander 1 have followed all the phases of the 
artillery combat waged by our Russian Allies 
on a scale never pefore witnessed on this 
front. Yesterday ended the anxieties regarding 
the willingness of the Russian armies to resume 
the offensive. 

The first batch of prisoners captured during 
last night’s reconnaissance, undertaken to 
ascertain the effects of our bombarcment, have 
just passed my window as 1 write this. 

Their statements show that the hopes of 
the enemy regarding the helpleasness of the 
Russians have been rudely shaken. 

Punctually at 4.40 our guns broke their 
three months’ silence. After a few registering 
shots the whole chorus of guns on. this sector 
swelled out, continuing uninterruptedly till 7 
in the evening. ; 

A heavy downpour during the night laid the 
dust, giving the gunners & clear field. Excel- 
lent photographs of the enemy’s lines by air- 
men’ proved invaluable. Every strong point, 
observation post, and gun emplacement was 
searched, and badly damaged or destroyed, 
Lanes were driven through the enemy's wire. 

His first and strongest line soon un- 
tenable. At one point, where the lines were in 
close proximity, about a hundred of the enemy 
crawled into our trenches, declaring that if 
such a bombardment continued the enemy 
would abandon their front. Opinion is unani- 
mous that the Russian artillery is doing 
splendidly, anc that the arrangemente are per. 
fect. 

Our Stokes and two-inch mortars are ably 
handled by officers, and have rendered good 
service. 

Our total casualties for the day included two 
officers and a score of men wounded in the 
trenches and half a Gozen gunners. 

The enemy's casualties have not yet been 
ascertained, but they must exceed many 
thousands. 

Just as dusk was setting in the enemy 
thought we were attacking. Enormous clouds 
of dust raised by our bombardment misled 
them into the belief that we were in their 
first lines. i 

They opened a fierce barrage upon their 
own people after nightfall. They again shelled 
their own trenches when our men raided them. 

According to the accounts of raiders tremen- 
éous damage was done by our bombardment of 
the enemy's strong positions and emplace- 
ments. 


FIGHTING ON THE ZLOTA LIPA, 

In a further message, dated July 2, The 
Times Correspondent says :— ; 

Our right dank to-day scored a great victory 
in the open country, in the direction north of 
Pomorzany on the Zlota Lipa. pe pee along 
a front of five miles, it stormed all the enemy's 

itions and advanced two miles, ca ring 
F000 prisoners and 20 guns. A Ozech-filo 
brigade, composed of volunteers, performed 
rodigies of valour, successively storming three 
fortified heights, weg name Bay enemy front and 
prisoners and 15 
guns. This success is materially assisting the 
advance on our left flank, which has been im- 
peded by strong-fortified forest areas and heavy 
rains. The reserves display excellent spirit. 


AUSTRIAN PRESS ANGRY 


WITH RUSSIA. 


The Austrian Press is painfully affected by 
the resumption of the Russian offensive. The 
Wiener Tageblatt, according to a Vienna tele- 
gram, laments that the peace-creating mission 
of the great revolution has been etultified, and 
that M. Kerensky has become the ruthless in- 
stigator of the Russian offensive, which has 
started at a point which shows the intention 
of conquering foreigh territory. 

The journal adde:—-We do not fear a Russian 
offensive, and declares it is not exasperation or 
disappointment which makes it say that a

CHAIRMANSHIP AND 
SECRETARIAT. 


In the House of Commons last evening, on the 
motion for the adjournment, 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE said:—I think, per- 
haps, the House would like to hear a statement 
about the steps which have been taken in re- 
ference to the Irish Convention and the stage 
at which we have arrived. The nominatians by 
the various bodies which were invited to make 
the nominations are not yet quite comp ete. 
The last of the nominations. of the urban 
councils which will send representatives reached 
me on Monday of this week. One important 
group of nominations was sent in two days ago. 
Nominations from two other bodies were re- 
ceived this morning, and there are now only a 
few nominations which have not yet been re- 
turned. There has been no avoidable delay in 
the issue of invitations by the Government. 
Until we see who is nominated by the various 
parties and interests we are, of course, not in 
@ position to name definitely the fifteen gentle- 
men whom the Government will ask to serve. 
Provisionally, their names have been determined 
upon, and as the general body of members is 
nearly now complete we are, I think, entitled 


. to proceed. 


DATE OF ASSEMBLY. 

We propose to invite the Convention to a» 
semble on July 25th to deal with preliminary 
business, such as the appointment of its chair- 
man and the constitution of its secretariat. I 
said to the House on a previous occasion that, 
if the Convention were not able to agree upon 
a chairman, the Government would make the 
nomination. It is obviously better that the 
choice should be that of the members of the 
Convention themselves. The constitution of the 
secretariat is a matter on which the chairman 
and the Convention ought to be able to make 
their own proposals. We may be asked how 
this numerous body is to be expected to come 
promptly to business without, at any rate, some 
temporary president. In answer, Í may state 
that we have decided to request the Chief Secre- 
tary to undertake the duties of a provisional or 
temporary chairman at the first coming together 
of the Convention in order to obtain the de- 
cision of the members u these quesfions of 
working machinery, which, of course, must be 
decided before they enter upon the great under- 
taking for which they are convened. We hope 
this tax will not impose upon the Chief Secre- 
tary any long absence from his official duties. 


PLACE OF MEETING. 

As to the place of meeting, the first group of 
sittings, at any rate, ought to be held in Dub- 
lin. Whether there should subsequently be sit- 
tings elsewhere is a matter on wifich the Go- 
vernment will not be fettered by any decision 
taken by us at-this-time. The Government had 
offers from Dublin of various meeting places 
for the Convention. The Provost and Fellows 
of Trinity College offered a well-known hall of 
theirs, the Regent Hall; the College cf 
Physicians offered their buildings; the llege 
of Surgeons offered theirs. I should like, on 
behalf of the Government, to acknowledge the 
admirable public spirit which has prompted 
their offers. The question of the place of raeet- 
ing is of importance, and we propose to make 
the definite announcement on this matter. when 
we issue the formal summons to the Convention 
in the course of a few days. Whatever is neces- 
sary to be done to ensure the smooth working 
of this assembly or to facilitate its inquiries or 
its decisions will be done by the Government. 
Eminent and representative Irishmen from all 


| parts of Ireland will come together in a spirit 


of conciliation and goodwill. They are deter- 


' mined, I feel sure, to do all they tan to secure 


a settlement of the old discords which have 
afflicted their country. We shall do all we 
can to give them such help as is at our coni- 
mand.

NAVY LEAGUE AND THE 
CONVENTION. 


CONTROL OF IRISH HARBOURS. 


REQUEST TO THE PREMIER. 

The Navy League, after considering the ques- 
tion of safeguarding the Irish harbours and 
communications in the event of self-government 
in Ireland as the outcome of the Irish Con- 
vention, made a request to the Prime Minister 
that he should receive a deputation from the 
League, but the Premier replied that he was 
unable to arrange to do that “ at the present 
time.” | 

The letter from the Premier's Secretary went 
on:—'‘‘ The Prime Minister desires me to assure 
you that the strategic position of Ireland in 
relation to Imperial defence and Imperial com- 
munications in time of war 1s a matter in which 
His Majesty's Government. are fully interested, 
and any communication from your Executive 
Committee setting forth the views and reasons 
which they wish to represent to the Prime 
Minister will receive most careful considera- 
tron ”, 3 

The Executive of the League, after considera- 
tion of the reply, regarded it as unsatisfactory, 
and have now issued the following statement 
with reference to the matter :— 

“An Irish Government must be friendly, 
neutral, or hostile in time of war. There ie 
little to choose between neutrality and hcs- 
tility. Ireland is the Heligoland of the Atlan- 
tic. Of eighteen harbours five are first c'sés 
harbours. These five harbours are as .casential 
to the command of the sea by the British Em- 
pire as Plymouth, Devonport, Milford Bay, cr 
the Clyde. Were the county of. Devonshire in- 
habited by active enemies or unfriendly 
neutrals, it would be essential that communica- 
tions between the Admiralty asd Whitehall and 
the Commander-in-Chief at Plymouth should 
be safeguarded. Therefore, it is necessary ti at 
the best naval opinion should pass judgment on 
any arrangement of the Irish question agreed 
by any Irish Convention of | n before it 
is carried into effect. 

“The new rapidity of c 
phonic, telegraphic, wireless, railways, petrol- 
driven cars, forty-knot motor boats, the new 
eubmarines and aircraft—separates our era, and 
the Irish problem from the period of any pre- 
vious struggle with a would-be master of the 
world. 

“Harbours and dockyards, whether in Ire- 
land, in Devonshire, or in Hampshire, are use- 
ful only if communication with the nerve- 
centre of sea power in London is kept open. 
Were the Irish nation ruled by Ministers many 
of whose constituents, as in the light of 
recent history, might well be hostile, or at beet 
unfriendly neutrals, we might expect refusal of 
supplies, interference with postal and other 
communications, destruction of lighthouses, re- 
moval of buoys, and alteration of navigation 
marke. 

“The Navy League knows no party politics: 
but this is no party question—it is a question of 
Imperial existence. Irish communications and 
Irish harbours must be the direct contro! 
of the Imperial Government. It is not enough 
for able lawyers to record on parchment i. 
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J. Clancy, M.P.; Wm. Field,M.P. ; 
M.P.; Mr, Hearn’s conducting agent, Mr. John 
McDowell, solicitor; Mr. J. MeCabe, Chairm 
nese ge Council; Mr. E. J. Kenny, 
solicitor; Mr. Montgomery, and others.

r. Hearn, in moving a vote of thanks to the 
Sheriff for his services, said he wished also to 
thank his friends and supporters in the consti- 
tuency,and all those who were prepared to work 
on his behalf, had a contest n forced upon 
them. He also thanked the Sub-Sheriff and those 
who would have had to make arrangements 
for the polling, but he thought it was matter 
for gratification to all persons in the consti- 
tuency that a contest was not precipitated upon 
them.

PRESIDENT AND PEACE. 

According to a Berlin telegram, the Reichs- 
tag was opened on Thursday with a speech by 
the President, who said—The war continues to 
rage. What a shocking amount of misery and 
distress would have been spared the world if 
our enemies had to a magnanimous 
peace; a peace which would preserve the honour 
and interests of all nations? Our enemies’ war 
aims to-day are the same as then—namely, the 
disruption and destruction of Germany and her 
allies. It is the duty of us all unanimously 
to resist them with all our power, and to defend 
Germany in the future, cost what it may. 

News from Berlin, sent through the wireless 
stations of the German Government, includes 
a statement regarding the work of the Senior 
Committee of the Reichstag and States. On 
Saturday there will be a general discussion 
on the internal questions and on foreign policy. 
The Chancellor will probably speak. 


FRANCHISE SYSTEM. 


According to the Vossische Zeitung, at a dir- 
cussion by the Constitution Committee of the 
Reichstag on the question of the electoral rights 
of the Federal States, the Socialist, Herr Lands- 
berg, said that the Reichstag system of fran-

CRISIS IN CHINA. 


REPUBLICANS THREATEN 
PEKING. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that a telegram had 
been received announcing the establishment of 
a Provisional Government at Nanking. It 
should be explained that Leng Koo Chang, wito 
is the Military Governor at Nanking, is Vice- 
President of the Chinese Republic. The Presi- 
dent, being a refugee in the Japanese Legation 
at Peking, it seems that Leng Koo Chang has 
temporarily assumed the position of President, 
and established the Presidential Government at 
Nanking. 

A Reuter’e Shanghai telegram of Thursday 
says :-— 

The Peking-Tientsin Railway was torn up 
this morning at Lang Fang, half way between 
Peking and Tientsin by General Chang Heun's 
troops. The foreign military forces promptly 
sent off detachments, and restored communica- 
tions, Tuan Chi Jui is now at,Machang, on 
the Tientsin-Pukou line, forty miles south of 
Tientsin, in command of the Eighth Division, 
which is preparing to march on.the eide of the 
Republic to Peking. The provinces generally 
are reported calm. It is recognised that 
General Chang Hesun virtually stands alone, 
and even his former allies are now reported to 
be against him. 

A Peking telegram of Thureday through 
Reuter’s Agency saye>— 

The situation is becoming serious. Every 
train in the past few cays has been packed 
with Chinese fleeing towards Tientsin, and the 
interruption of communications has caused a 
panic. The foreign hotels are full of refugees. 
Small American ahd Japanese reinforcements 
are endeavouring to come up from Tientsin, 
but their arrival may be Gelayed by fighting at 
Lang Fang, where 5,000 of General Chang 
Hsun’s followers, and possibly other Imperial. 
ists, are opposing the gglivance guards of 20,000 
Republicans. One d of General Chang 
Haun’s followers and 5,000 Imperiali have 
taken up positions astride the Péking-Hankow 
Railway, four miles from ay» ready to op- 
pose 10,000 troops commanded by Fsao Kung, 
Governor of Chih Li, which have reached Liuli 
Ho, twenty-five miles from Peking. It is 
feared that serious trouble will arise if the 
Imperialists are defeated and retreat towards 
Peking, and are tted to re-enter the city, 
which they will probably loot. 

The Diplomatic Body has warned the Go 
vernment that the Protocol of 1901 requires the 
maintenance of the free on the rail 
way from Peking to Shanghai-Kuan.

WAR; EXPENDITURE COMPARED 
WITH GREAT BRITAIN, 


EXPLAINED. 
(FROM OUR REPORTER.)

As the polling day approaches there is & 
growing confidence among Mr. Lynch’s sup- 
porters. It appears to be the outcome of quiet 
talks with voters by Mr. Lynch and friends, 
whose influence will carry much weight, but 
whether it will be sufficient to turn the scales 
must at present remain in doubt. The clergy 
on either side are very active among the voters, 
and in physical energy, at all events, Sinn Fein 
has the advantage. But it has been said that 
Clare is the only Irish county in which ‘clerical 
advice in politics is not generally regarded, An 
important factor in Mr. de Valera’s favour, 
which seems to escape general notice, is the 
fact that many districts here: are largely Irish- 
speaking, and the influence of the Gaelic 
League, whose support is solid for Sinn Fem, 
is very effective. Mr. de Valera and his lieu- 
tenants talk in Irish on every possible occasion, 
and that undoubtedly ingratiates Sinn Fein 
with a large number of voters. Mr. Lynch has 
many obstacles in his way, and none more for- 
midable than the record of the Irish Nationalist 
Party, whicheis held responsible for all the 
evils that have existed in Ireland during the 
war. The farmers are being told that Mr. 
Bonar Law has a rod in pickle for them in tae 
shape of fresh taxation, and the only way to 
avert its use is by the adoption of the Sinn Fein 
policy. The conscription ery, too, resounds 
through the hills and valleys of East Clare, and 
it is a telling medium of securing the votes of 
the older people and the hearts of the young. 
Mr. de Valera is represented as the man who 
averted that horror from Ireland. Mr. Lynch’s 
cause is held up as the embodiment of British 
rule, and should he win it will not be the fault 
of imaginative Sinn Fein cartoonists and 
rhymsters. Both sides are making elaborate 
preparations for several demonstrations on Sun- 
day, for which the respective forces were largely 
increased to-day. 

THE READING PROGRAMME. 

At Lisdoonvarna, where the Rev. Father 
Hehir, C.C., presided over a large meeting, 
Mr. Darrell Figgis dealt with the Sinn Fein 
policy, which he had heard described as the 

ading programme. It had been created by 
the discussion of those who had been gathered 
in Reading Jail last year, and all that had hap- 
pened in Ireland: this year, and much that was 
yet to happen, had been discussed there. He 
had been quoted as saying that they had no 
policy, because it had not yet been decided, 
whereas his words were that a firm and de- 
cided policy had been framed. Others had been 
quoted as hinting at revolution in the morning. 
He did not mind misrepresentation. It was 
the sincerest recognition of their strength. 
The first point of the Reading programme was 
the destruction of the Irish Party, which was 
really a paid English party. It was an Im- 

rialist party that came to Ireland as an 
jnglish agent to denrand that Irishmen should 
die in a foreign service. It had declared 
that Ireland should be bled white by taxation, 
and her trade and industry ruined for the gain 
of England. Moreover, Ireland was now in the 
full light of the world, and the so-calJed Irish 
Party had confused Lreland’s international posi- 
tion. The first thing to do was to sweep them 
from power, and they were being swept in a 
fairly wholesome fashion. Secondly, it was de- 
cided to replace them by a party who would 
alone recognise Ireland’s sovereign and absolute 
independence. Such men so returned would re- 
pudiate the foreign assembly that claimed the 
government of Ireland, and, without seeking 
permission from overseas, they would set up 
a constituent Irish assembly. Arrangements 
had been made whereby, if a sufficient number 
of men had not had the opportunity of securing 
the free election of the people, others would be 
added, who would claim and challenge that 
electiéu. uch an assembly would apenas de- 
legates to the Peace Conference, and they would 
not appeal to the devil in the court of hell, 
but to the free nations of the world. That 
assembly would also undertake the control of 
the country. Ireland was now taxed to the 
tune of over £30,000,000; whereas, as a free 
nation, she could exist on a taxation well under 
£10,000,000, and maintain out of that an 
army and navy sufficient to secure and protect 
her neutrality. That was the only sane and sen- 
sible policy before Ireland to-day by which her 
honour might be upheld, and her prosperity 
secured. e believed that many men who had 
called themselves Unionists in Ulster would sup- 
port that policy. 


THE ISSUE BEFORE THE 
ELECTORS. 
“RED RUIN AND REVOLUTION.” 

The Rev. J. Slattery, P.P., Quinn, writing on 
the subject of the contest to the Clare Record, 
as the nominator of Mr. Lynch, s@g, in the 
the course of his letter, that the electors were 
called upon to decide, not the actions or the 
mistakes of the Irish Party, but whether they, 
themselves, shall continue the struggie for free- 
dom on constitutional lines in - the 
House of Commons through any party 
at all, or arm their young men with the best 
weapons at their cominand, and go straight for 
revolution. There were many points of the 
SinngFein policy of which most Irishmen would 
appreve, and he was not at all surprised that it 
had attracted to its banner in such large num- 
bers the young and enthusiastic. And n the 
events of the past fifteen months made a natu- 
ral appeal to every man with a drop of Irish 
blood in his veins. He was not an apologist 
for the mistakes of the Irish Party, and 
there were many things in its licy 
of the last ten years with which he 
totally disagreed, but it could not be denied 
that for many years it was the party that held 
the field in LIrelanc, and it had the great body 
of the Irish peopie behind it. The question 
before them in the present election is: are the 
Irish people to continue the fight on consti- 
tutional lines until the policy originated by 
Parnell and Davitt has been brought to a sue- 
cessful conclusion, or shall they, i róis, the 
are disappointed with the action of the Iris 
Party, let everything go to smash, and take’ to 
the hillsides? The Sinn Feiners claimed that 
they had haved the country from conscription, 
but what was the use of saving thousands from 
conscription if tens of thousands were to be 
given over to the slaughter?

RUSSIAN MISSION TO THE 
UNITED STATES. 


——-— 


PRESIDENT WILSON’S 
STATEMENT. 

A Reuter’s Washington tce@egram says :— 

M. Bakhmetieff, leader of the Russian Mission 
to the United Stites, was dormally presented 
to President Wilson to-day by Mr. Lansing as 
the first Ambassador of Rusia in this country 
under the new Kussian Government. 

M. Bakhmetieff assured President Wilson of 
Russie’s steadfast adherence to the Grand 
Alliance against Germany. 

President Wilson, in replying, said—For the 
people of Russia the people of the United States 
have ever maintained ffiendly feelings which 
have been greatly deepened ,by the knowledge 
that, actuated by the same lofty motives, the two 
Governments and people are wo-operating in the 
successful termination of the conflict now raging 
for human liberty. I $eel convinced that when 
this happy day comes no small share of the 
credit will be due to the devoted people of 
Russia, who, overcoming disloyalty within and 
intrigue without, remein steacfasit to the cause. 
It- only remains for me to give expression to 
my admiration of the way in which the Pro- 
visional Government of Russia, in meeting all 
requirements, to my entire sympathy with 
them in their noble object to ensure to the 
people of Russia the blessings of freedom and 
equal rights and opportunity, and to my faith 
that through their efforts Russia will assume 
her rightful place among the great nations of 
the world. 

To-night the Ambassador gave a dinner in 
honour of high American officials, including 
the Vice-President and members of the Cabinet. 

Earlier in the day M. Bakhmetieff made a 
statement to the effect that new Russia wonld 
carry out the democratic principle that go- 
vernment should rest on the consent of the 
governed. Some of the Ambassador's utter- 
ances were new, but others have already been 
annouhced in newspapers from Petrograd. 
Among the new points brought out by the 
Ambassador are these—Complete independence, 
he said, would be granted to Poland, and a 
Commission was now at work at Petrograd con- 
sidering the questions invotved. The most com- 
plicated one of these, perhaps, was how much 
of the cost of the presents war should be appor- 
tioned to the new Polish nation. There was 
no doubt that agreement’ would be reached on 
the subject, and Polanc would have complete 
control of its destinv as to the farm of 
government, tarifis, anc alliances. It was 
hoped, of course, the Ambassador continued, 
that she would choose to gravitate towards 
Russia, but no compulsion would be applied. 
Russia was disposed to grant a large measure 
of autonomy to Finland and the Ukraine, but 
their complete indepencence was not deemed 
practicable as it would seriously weaken the 
Russian Federation. The question of the future 
of Manchuria and other Far-Fastern districts, 
he added, had already been discussed,. but a 
decision had not been reached.

Captain S. C. Callaghan.—Captain Stanislaus 
Cruess Callaghan, Royal Flyimg Corps, who was 
killed in an aeroplane accident, was a son of 
Mr. J. P. Callaghan, Ferndene, Blackrock, 
County Dublin, and was educated at Stony- 
hurst and Belvedere Colleges. In January, 
1915, he joined the Royal Flying Corps. For 
fifieen months he acted in a squadron as ob- 
server, during which he did excellent work in 
registering for the artillery in the Ypres salient. 
Twice he narrowly escaped death in burning 
machines. His clothes and haw were burned «<n 
each occasion. He returned home at Easter, 
1916, and was promoted Captain. In the Dub- 
lin rebellion he was captured by the Sinn 
Feiners, who kept him a prisoner in the Four 
Courts for a week. He afterwards went to 
Canada on epecial business, and on the 29th of 
Inst. month he was accidentally killed. Captain 
Callaghan'e younger brother, Second Lieutenant 
Owen Cruess Callaghan, Royal Flying Corps, 
met his death during an aerial fight over the 
German lines. ‘ 

Captain C. W. Wynne.—Capiain Charles 
Wyndham Wynne, R.G.A., whose death was 
announced in thw column on July 3rd, died of 
wounds on 24th June, 1917. He was aged 22 
years, and was the youngest eon of Mr. Albert 
A. Wynne, Tigroney, Avoea, Co. Wicklow. He 
was educated at Baymount School, near Dub- 
lin, and Lancing College, Sussex, from which 
he gained an open ma atioal exhibition for 
Balliol College, Oxford, where his work gave 
promise of thé highest distinction. In Septem. 
ber, 1914, he joined the Oxford O.T.C.; he ob- 
tained a commission in the R.G.A. in the 
following February. After having served for a 


vice, and went out to France last September aa 
second in command of his battery. 

Captain F. Roche.—The death took place on 
June 30th of Captain Frank Roche, A.V.C. He 
joined as a lieutenant, straight from college, 
in August, 1914, and was severely wounded in 
the battle of the Marne. He next served in 
England for a year, and in 1916 resumed duty 
in Franee. Shortly afterwards he got a bad

THE CASTLECOMER COALFIELDS. 

TO THE HDITOR, OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The letter dated 25th ult. of Mr. J. L. 
Fawsitt, of the Cork Industrial Development 
Association, which appeared in your paper, has 
attracted considerabio attention, and, as Mr. 
Fawsitt has dealt at some length with the 
claims of these collieries for railway facilities, 
1 may, perhaps, be allowed to set forth the 
possibilities and requirements of the Castle- 
comer Coalfield, in the hope that the Govern- 
ment may be pleased to take such steps as will 
render the resources of the field available dur- 
ing the present time of national stress. 

For upwards of 200 years coal has been 
worked in this area, and at present about 250 
tons per day are being raised. The coal is of 
the Jarrow seam, and enjoys a well-deserved 
reputation in the Midlands and South of Ire- 
land. Our efforts are, and have always been, 
restricted by the absence of anything but the 
most primitive transport arrangements, and 
up to recently the main portion of the output 
was consumed within carting radius from the 
mines. Apart, however, from the coal of the 
Jarrow seam, there are large and proved de- 
posits of Skehana coal, which is equal to the 
very best Welsh anthracite, and is particularly 
suitable for gas in suction plants. Considerable 
sums of money have been spent by the pro- 
prietor, Mr. R. H. Prior-Wandesforde, D.L., in 
prospecting the minerals of the locality, and as 
a result Mr. Wandesforde has been able to 
assure the Chief Secretary that, given a rail- 
way, the amount of coal raised daily can be in- 
creased to 750 tons. ' 

It is unnecessary to point out that the owner 
of these collieries has no desire to become w 
competitor of Mr. Parkinson’s colliery at Wolf- 
hill, and in no way is Mr. Parkinson begrudged 
the favourable outcome of his appeal to the 
Government: for a line between Athy and Wolf- 
hill, Without derogating from his standpoint, 
the authorities should take cognisance of the 
unquestioned fact that 75 per cent. of the 
anthracite mined in Ireland is raised within 
the limits of Mr. Wandegforde’s royalties, and 
that the four largest and best equipped col- 
lieries in the country are te be found at Castle- 
comer. 

Again, Mr. Wandesforde has made provision 
for the opening up of the Skehana district, 
where large cout deposits were definitely located 
prior to the war, so that, if a railway were 
available, the present fuel stringency could be 
materially mitigated and a high-ciass anthracite 
put on the market in such a volume and at 
such a price as would be in the best interests 
of the community.: It follows, therefore, that 
the grant of railway, accommodation would have 
the immediate result of trebling the output, and 
at the same time affording unlimited possibili- 
ties in the way of future expansion; but up to 
now little or no interest was taken in the mat- 
ter, and the COastlecomer Collieries have been 
left severely alone by those whose duty it. was 
and is, to foster and promote the industries of 
Ireland. 

Mr. Wandesforde has intimated to the Irish 
Office that he is MA iv to find a large sum 

development and extension 
of his collieries, but such an expenditure would 
not be justified unless railway facilities were 
forthcoming. The Castlecomer area can only 
be adequately developed by a railway running 
from the collieries towards the port of Water- 
ford and the South, and Mr. Wandesforde's 
contention is that the best and quickest results 
will be achieved by a connection with the Great 
Southern and Western line at Clintstown, some 
miles north of Kilkenny. Such a branch line 
would follow the natural flow of traffic to 
Waterford, Wexford, Clonmel, New Rosa, etc., 
and would siart off with the initial advantage 
of an assured tonnage of 26,000 tons annually, 
now cansumed in the Kilkenny, Freshford, and 
Abbeyleix districts, all.of which would continue 
to go by road if the route were otherwise than 
from Castlecomer to Chntatewn. 

The Castlecomer C»llieries have now to supply 
a large portion of the coal formerly supplied 
by the Irish Mining Company and the BSliev- 
ardagh Collieries, now defunct, and this can 
only be done in a watisfactory manner by hav- 
ing direct railway communication betwoen the 
collieries and the Great Southern and Western 
Railway at, or in the neighbourhood of; Kil- 
kenny. 

In conclusion, I desire to draw attention to 
one huge difficulty that now cripples our efforts 


iat the offset, and that is the abnormal cartage 


rates we are forced to pay for drawing coal be- 
tween the collieries and the nearest railway 
station. At the present time the cost for lead- 
ing to rail-head is 10s. per ton, and thus these 
collieries have no chance in the open market by 
reason of this strangling impost. May I express 
the hope that the attention that has been 
drawn to the district of Castlecomer will 
materialise, and that some tangible effort will 
be made to develop and augment what is un- 
doubtedly a nir TÁ national asset, and one 
which, under proper conditions, might reason- 
ably prove cf vast unportance to the country at 
large, and conduce to the growtl, amd develop- 
ment of the latent industrial talents of the Irish
